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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a cutting 
unit for cutting a material having a surface, the cutting unit including a blade adjustment 
mechanism positioned at least partially within a receiving region, said cutting unit having a 
pressure collar, a plunger operatively connected to the pressure collar and acting against a blade 
retaining mechanism, and a biasing member for acting against the plunger relative the pressure 
collar, wherein movement of the pressure collar adjusts the position of the blade retaining 
mechanism by changing the amount of bias imparted by the biasing member against the plunger, 
in combination with the remaining limitations in the claim. 

Claims 2-10 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1. 



Claim 1 1 is allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a cutting 
unit for cutting a material having a surface, the cutting unit including a blade adjustment 
mechanism positioned at least partially within a receiving region, said cutting unit having a 
pressure collar, a plunger operatively connected to the pressure collar and acting against a blade 
assembly, and a biasing member for acting against the plunger relative the pressure collar, 
wherein movement of the pressure collar adjusts the position of the blade assembly by changing 
the amount of bias imparted by the biasing member against the plunger, in combination with the 
remaining limitations in the claim. 
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Claims 12-18 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 11. 

Claim 19 is allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a cutting 
unit for cutting a material having a surface, the cutting unit including a blade adjustment 
mechanism positioned at least partially within a receiving region, said cutting unit having a 
pressure collar, a plunger operatively connected to the pressure collar and acting against a blade 
assembly, and a biasing member for acting against the plunger relative the pressure collar, 
wherein movement of the pressure collar adjusts the position of a blade retaining mechanism by 
changing the amount of bias imparted by the biasing member against the plunger, in combination 
with the remaining limitations in the claim. 

Claims 20-24 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 19.
